Russians W h o Refused to Follow 
t reat Cut Off. 
Paris, July 27.— The Yinkow corre­

nese entered Newchwang at 5 o'clock 
Tuesday morning and hauled down the 
Russian commercial 
flag which had 
been 
substituted 
for the 
military 
standard on the residence of the gov­ 
ernor. 
The Japanese standard 
was 
hoisted, the Chinese flag flying from 
the neighboring buildings aud the cus­ 
tom houses. 
The consular authorities had taken 
precaution to insure the safety of the 
j European residents, who were armed. 
; The Russians who refused to follow 
j the retreat have been 
cut off. 
The 
Japanese cavalry, the correspondent, 
say ti. were supplied 
with the most 
modern accoutrements and each man 
was furnished with a compass and field 
glasses. 
Competent authorities had thought 
that a Japanese attack was out of the 
question, owing to the large Russian 
reinforcements 
arriving during 
the 
past two weeks. 
The dispatch in con 
elusion says that Japanese troops are 
still filing into Newchwang. 


St. 
Petersburg, July 
27.— General 
Kuropatkin, under date 
of July 25. j 
sent to th*' emperor 
a lengthy mea-I 
sage detailing the fighting on July 23 
north of Kiachou. 
He says that at 5| 
a. in. on July 23, 
the Japanese, two! 
divisions strong, 
assumed the offen­ 
sive. 
Along the line of outposts to j 
the south the Japanese developed a j 
division of infantry, concentrating the J 
main body towards Datchapu, twelve j 
miles north of Kaichou, and keeping 
the cavalry on the Russian left flank j 
near tho railroad. 
The Japanese ad- j 
Vance was effected slowly and at in- j 
tervals was accompanied by a heavy j 
fire from thirty guns which the Rus­ 
sian rearguard batteries successfully 
answered. 
The Japanese fire at first 
was directed 
at the heights, 
which 
gradually were evacuated by the Rus­ 
sian 
outposts and 
occupied by 
tho 
Japanese. 
The Russian losses, while 
not definitely known, are said to have 
been slight. 
Owing to the extreme 
heat there 
were a number of cases of sunstroke 
among the Russians. 
At nightfall the advanced Russian 
posts reoccupied Tantchi, to the south­ 
east. 
The night passed quietly. 
At 5 a. rn. July 24, an exchange of 
shots began between outposts in the 
vicinity of Tantchi. 
On July 21 the Japanese occupied a 
height facing Phkan pass, but were 
driven out—by a Russian force 


Turned Both Russian Flanks. 


On July 22 Lieutenant Colonel B e ­ 
me ntiefi occupied the southern slope 
ol the hill. 
That afternoon the Jap a­ 
nese attacked and turned the Russian 
left. wing. 
Then they began to turn 
the right, and despite reinforcements 
were sent Dementieff, 
the Japanese 
turned both the Russian flanks, and 
drove the Russians back with a terri­ 
ble rifle fire. 
The fighting ceased at 
7 p. rn. July 22, when the Japanese 
occupied Phkan pass. 
The Russian casualties in wounded 
were Captain Minime and forty-nine 
men. 
The number of killed is not yet 
known. 
On July 23 all was quiet in 
that direction. 
On the Saimatsza-Mukden road tho 
Japanese July 22 took the offensive in 
considerable force toward Sairnatsza 
and Siassyra. 
On July 24 the Jap a­ 
nese resumed activity 
on the south 
front and after the outposts near Tant­ 
chi. 
For the next t welve 
hours the 
Japanese maintained a heavy arid un­ 
interrupted artillery fire. 
This artil­ 
lery duel went in the Russians’ favor,

Japanese

against 
the villages of Tiautziatung 
and Suutziatzo being reduced to si­ 
lence by 4 p. rn. 
Simultaneously 
with the

cannonade the Japanese made a vig­ 
orous attack in the direction of Da- 
fangcheng, with th** o b j e c t of break­ 
ing up the center of th*' Russian p o s i­ 
tion. 
All attacks were repelled and 
the Russians r e t a i n e d all their p o s i ­ 
tions. 
The b a i l i e ended at, 9 : 3 0 a. in.
